"Mass grave found in 
Cypriot garbage dump 


NICOSIA (UPI). — Turkish forces 
have uncovered a new mass grave 
containing up to 75 charred bodies 
in a small Turkish Cypriot: village, 
ἃ civilian Turkish Cypriot spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

The Turks sald they believed the 
victims were Turkish Cypriots re- 
ported missing before Turkish forces 
Teached the area, north of Fama- 
gusta, in their second offensive on 
August 14. 

But Greek Cypriots said the bo- 
dies might well belong to some of 
the hundreds of Greek Cypriots re- 
ported missing from this area. 

The Turkish Cypriot spokesman 
said the bodies in the mass grave 
had their wrists wired together and 
had been riddled with bullets. He 
Gaid some had been beheaded. 

The burial site waa in the same 
area where a mass grave, which 
the Turkish Cypriots said contained 
57 bodies, was found a week ago. 

The spokesman said that Turk-sh 
soldiers had s> far dug out the re- 
mains of 35 bodies from under a pile 
a garbage that had been bulldozed 
over them in a quarry near the now 
abandoned village of Maratha. Sur- 
vivors of the village's one-time po- 
pulation of 90 said the killers were 
Zunmen from nearby Greek Cypriot 
villages. 

The corpses were s0 battered 
and decomposed that they crumbied 
to pleces when soldiers lifted them 
from the garbage with shovels, 
and an accurate count of the dead 
was impossible. 

“T have counted 21 skulls 50 far,” 
sald Chief Inspector Lara Hakans- 
son, a Swedish UN policeman who 


was at thd graveside on Sunday 
when the bodies were discovered, 
and agein yesterday. 

At feast another half dozen 
corpses could be seen aticking 
grotesquely from the earth. At 
least two of them were women 
holding babies in their arms. 

A Government statement broad- 
east by Cyprus Radio did not deny 
the masgacre, but noted that hund- 
reds of Greek Cypriots were miss- 
Ing from the same region. The 
statement.claimed that an article 
from the body of a woman in the 
grave showed she was Greek, mot 
Turkish, 

A UN spokesman said the Swe- 
dish troops at the mass grave had 
been invited only to observe, not 
to make identifeations. He added’ 
that the bodies of two elderly 
Greek Cypriots, one a woman, hed 
been found on Saturday near the 
village of Akheritou, west of Fa- 
magusta, an area now controlled 
by Turkish forces. He said they 
had been blindfolded. 

Meanwhile, the International 
Press Institute in Zurich said yes- 
terday it had been told by Cyprus 
President Glafkos Clerides that a 
soldier responsible for fatally injur- 
ing a Turkish journalist had been 
arrested and was under psychiatric 
observation.

EEC commission proposes 
normalizing ties with Greece 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). — The Com- 
mon Market commission yesterday 
Proposed that the European Eco- 
nomic Community normalize its re- 
lations with Greece as soon as pos- 
sible and unfreeze financial aid 
blocked since the 1967 military 
coup. 

Informed sources said the com- 
Taission's proposals will be dis- 
cussed by EEC foreign ministers 
at thelr first meeting after the 
summer break on September 16. 

A first discussion of the new 
situatton following the return to 
civillan government In Greece will 
take place on September 10 when 
Foreign Minister George Mavros 
™meets with commission president 
Francols-Xavier Ortoli and other 
top officials here. 

The commission wants a minis- 
terial meeting between the HEC 
and Greece to be held in. the 
framework of the association agree- 
Ment which has been effectively 
frozen since the 1967 coup. 

In addition, it wants trade rela- 
tHong between Greece and the Com- 
TMunity to be brought up to date 
to take account of the EEC’s en- 


largement from six to nine mem- 
bers last year. 

Such provisions are already in- 
cluded in the Community's agree- 
ments with its other trading part- 
ners. 

On aid, the commission wants 
$55m. from an earlier accord to 
be reactivated. This money was to 
have been spent in the five years 
ending 1967, but was not paid out 
because of the military takeover. 

At the same time, the commis- 
sion asks member governments to 
negotiate a new aid protoco] with 
Greece. 

‘Under the terms of Greece's as- 
sociation it, which came 
into force in 1962 and provides for 
eventual] full Greek membership in 
the EEC, the initia] 12-year tran- 
sitional phase is due to expire on 
November 1.
